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GET ON THE CQP BANDWAGON: : 


It is September and the beinning of the fall contest season is upon us 
once again. What better way to start off than the NCCC sponsored 
California QSO Party? Our state QSO Party is the best in the country 
according to many, and your activity will help to keep the CQP number one 
among the many state QSO parties which occur during the year. This is 
also an excellent opportunity to sharpen up your operating skilis for the 
big SS effort in November. 


As in the past, the CQP will be held on the first full weekend of 
October: October 6 and 7, 1984. Starting time is 1600 UTC October 6, and 
the contest ends 30 hours later, at 2159 uTC October 7. Single operators 
may operate 24 hours out of the 30 hour period, and time out periods must 
be at least 15 minutes long and noted in the log. Multi-operator 
stations may operate the full 30 hours period. Out of state stations 
work only California stations; California stations work anyone, 


Suggested operating frequencies are: 1810 and 60 KHZ up on 80-10 meters 
(except 30 meters) for CW; and around 1810, 3900, 7230, 14280, 21360, and 
28600 on SSB. CW QSO'sS must be made in the CW sub-band (except 160 
meters). Please try to avoid net frequencies. Mobiles may be worked 
again if they change counties, and a station may be worked once on CW and 
once on SSB on each band. Try 10 meters on the hour, and 150 meters at 
0500 UTC. The exchange is QSO number and county for stations in 
California; QSO number and state, province or country for stations 
outside of California. There are 58 possible multipliers; the 50 U.S. 
states and VEI-VE7 and VE8/vyl for stations in California, and the 58 
counties in California for out of state stations. scoring is two points 
for a complete QSO on phone and three points for a complete QSO on CW. 
Multiply total Qso points times multiplier. 


Highest scoring single operator in and out of California will receive a- 
plaque, and the high scoring expedition stations, single and 
multi-operator will also receive a plaque. Certificates to highest 
scoring single operators in each county, state and country. Logs must be 
postmarked by November 7, 1984 to be eligible for awards. Send logs to: 
Alan A. Brubaker, K6X0, 3675 El Grande Drive, San Jose, California 
95132. Expeditions and mobile operations are encouraged, and an effort 
will be made to activate all 58 California counties. Several mobile 
stations are expected to be active, and several expeditions are planned 
as well. If you are interested in going on an expedition, and do not 
have a particular destination in mind, give me a call at 408-741-5900 
(days) or 408-272-8873 (evenings) and I will have a list of counties 
which need activity. Good luck to all and enjoy the CQP.
